BEGUN BY FBI IN 
KANSASCITY VOTE 


Directed by Agent Who 
Conducted 1936 Probe 
—State to Investigate 
Returns in More Pre- 
cincts.

KANSAS CITY, June 3 — The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
today began an all-out inquiry in- 
to vote frauds in the primary elec- 
tion last August and the theft of 
the state grand jury's evidence. 
The inquiry was under the direc- 
tion of Dwight Brantley, agent-in- 
charge, who conducted the 1936 in- 
vestigation of vote stealing in 
Kansas City. This investigation 
resulted in the punishment of 259 
Pendergast politicians for election 
irregularities, 

As the full-scale Inveatigation 
began, FBI agents visited the 
Jackson County Courthouse to ex- 
amine the Board of Election Com- 
missioners’ vault which was 
blasted open with nitroglycerin by 
thieves who stole the ballots and 
election records. Meanwhile, 
Brantley and his aids interviewed 
members of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. 

The two Democratic members 
of the board were interviewed | 
first. They are Ludwick Graves, 
chairman, and Joseph R, Stewart. 
FBI agents also talked to the two 
Republican members, William E. 
Davis and Richard Jenson, 

Evidence Given to U.S, 

Federal authorities today had 
in their possession all of the 
state's remaining evidence against 
the 71 vote fraud defendants. This 
includes records pointing to con- 
spiracy to violate federal laws in 
the congressional primary last 
Aug. 6, and minutes of the state 
grand jury which returned the in- 
dictments. 

The tardy FBI investigation was 
ordered by the Department of Jus- 
tice after James G. Kimbrell, 
Jackson county prosecuting attor- 
ney, had stated he had evidence of 
federal violations. Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom C. Clark previously had 
held there was “insufficient evi- 
dence” for a federal grand jury 
inguiry. Kimbrell turned his evi- 
dence over to United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sam M. Wear. 

Kimbrell told the Post-Dispatch 
that™he hoped evidence would be 
laid before a federal grand jury, 
without discounting his own case, 
and said his office subsequently 
would investigate returns in other 
precincts,

ZURICH, Switzerland, June 3 
(UP)~—A man who calls himself 
a “miracle” stunned the medical 


staff of Zurich University clinic 
yesterday by running around with 
a thin,spear through his body, 
piercing vital orzans, 

“I am always invulnerable, be- 
cause [| am su ously con- 
vinced I do not exist at all,” said 
Arnold Gerrit Johannes Henskes, 
the self-styled miracle man. 

Henskes, a Dutch advertising 
man, had an assistant run him 
through with a needle-like spear 
which pierced his liver and one 
kidney. He didn’t blink an eye, 
While Prof, Alfred Brunner and. 
his staff stared, Henskes ran up 
and down a flight of steps, the 
spear point sticking a foot out of 
his back, 

X-ray pictures showed the 
needle actually had pierced Hens- 
kes's organs. Dr. Brunner com-

SOUTHPORT, England, June 3 
(AP)—A mysterious chain of

The four wives died over a period 
of 27 years, starting in 1920. Four 
days ago Dr. Clements, 67 years 
old, died. Yesterday the patholo- 
gist who performed an autopsy on 
Dr. Clement’s fourth wife was 
found dead in his infirmary. 

The pathologist, Dr. James 
Houston, examined the body of 
the fourth Mrs. Clements” last 
week after police halted her 
funeral, About that time Dr. 
Clements, a Southport physician, 
was found dying in the luxurious 
apartment from which Mrs. 
Clements, 47, was being buried. 

Today, Coroner’ Charles Bolton 
said that the death of Dr, Houston 
“appears to be related. to events 
which happened after the death 
of Mrs. Clements.” As a result, he 
adjourned the inquest into Dr. 
Houston's death until June 24. A 
small bottle was found by Dr. 
Houston’s side. 

All four of Dr, Clements’s wives 
had long illnesses preceeding their 
deaths. Police investigators said

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Legless Veteranto Walk Down Aisle 
With Girl Who Wouldn’t Quit Him 


NEW YORK, June 3 (UP)— 
Leon Gagne, 33 years old, an ex- 
sergeant who wrote his sweet- 
heart to forget him because he 
had lost both legs in the war, 
was en route to Toronto today to 
walk down the aisie in _ St. 
Bridget’s church with the girl who 
refused to give him up. 

The bride-to-be, Jacqueline 
Catherine, 23-year-old baker's 
daughter from Calvados, Nor- 
mandy, was looking for a manina 
wheelchair when she walked 
down the gangplank of the Marine 
Flasher yesterday. 

Instead, Gagne, a French-Ca- 
nadian from Quebec who served 
as a platoon sergeant ina machine 
gun company, was standing on the 


| 


dock, grinning, waiting to greet 
her. 

Gagne met Jacqueline in Nor- 
mandy shortly after D-day and fell 
in love, but the war moved on| 


a land mine in December 1944. It 
tore off his legs. 

After seven operations he wrote 
to Jacqueline and told her to for- 
get. He was legless, he said, and 
a hopeless cripple. 

“Nonsense,” came the reply. “I 
will always love you. You must 
give me this chance to make you 
happy.” 

Gagne learned to walk on arti- 
ficial legs after he got that letter. 
He didn’t even carry a cane as 
he came across the pier. 

“You see,” he shouted. “I am 
walking.

On Senator Kem’'s resolution, a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee is 
conducting an inquiry into charges 
that Attorney General Tom C, 
Clark failed to press a federal in- 
vestigation of the election frauds, 
and therefore was derelict in 
duty. 

Senator Kem had under consid- 
eration today a suggestion by Ar- 
thur J. Freund of St. Loulg that 
the Senator introduce a bill setting 
up federal election laws. 

There are no such laws at this 
time. Federal prosecution of elec- 
tion frauds must be conducted 
under the civil rights statutes, 

The laws proposed by Freund, a 
former member of the St. uis 
Board of Election CommissidOners 
and formerly chairman of an 
American Bar Association com- 
mittee on federal elections, essen- 
tially would carry over into fed- 
eral law state statutes regulating 
the conduct of elections. 

Believes Now is the Time. 

Freund regards the present as 
an appropriate time to introduce 
a bill because while the Jackson 
county grand jury at Kansas City 
has indicted 71 persons fer fraud 
in the 1946 primary election, the 
Department of Justice has assert- 
ed there was not enough evidence 
for it to proceed under federal 
law. 

The Department of Justice view- 
point is disputed by Senator Kem, 
who believes there was ample evi- 
dence. Nevertheless, if laws such 
as those proposed by Freund were 
on the books, there could be no 
question whatever. 

Freund madg his suggestion in 
a letter to Kem and discussed it 
with the Senator in Washington 
yesterday. Kem has made no de- 
cision as to what he will do. 

Kem has received about 200 let- 
ters and telegrams commending 
him on his initiative in starting a 
federal investigation into the rea- 
sons why Attorney General Clark 
failed to take aggressive action 
in the vote frauds. Many of the 
writers expressed the hope the 
Senate would approve a full-scale 
investigation. A preliminary in- 
quiry by a subcommittee of the 
Judiciary Committee will be re- 
sumed Thursday. 

The inquiry has aroused consid- 
erable interest among Washington 
correspondents, who have been vis- 
isting Kem’s office to obtain back- 
ground material. The influx

Another section of the bill pro- 
vides that suite for violation of a 
contract may be brought in any 
United States District court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the. parties, but 
stipulates that any money judg- 
ment against a labor organization 
shall be enforceable only against 
the organization as an entity and 
its assets and shall not be enforce- 
able against any individual mem- 
ber or his assets. : 

Experience has shown that 
many employers are reluctant to 
sue a union with which they must 
continue to deal. By barring 
judgments against individual un- 
ion members, the conferees un- 
doubtedly had the famous Dan- 
bury Hatters case in mind. In 
that case, decided by the Supreme 
Court, the employer obtained 
judgments against individuals. At 
the time it was considered a great 
victory for management, which it 
was in the legal sense, but. or- 
ganized labor exploited the indi- 
vidual hardships caused by the de- 
cision and used the case as a 
means of strengthening the 
unions. 

The Senate bill had made vio- 
lation of a contract an outright 
“ynfair practice” by labor organi- 
gation with stiffer penalties. That 
bill provided, however, that the 
NLRB could dismiss charges

Employers have frequently com- 
plained that they have been con- 
fronted by secondary boycotts and 
sympathy kes to force them to 
recognize labor organizations 
which have not been certified by 
the NLRB, or, in other words, to 
violate the Wagner Act. 

The legislation makes it an un- 
fair practice by labor to use the 
jurisdictional strike for the pur- 
pose of requiring any employer to 
assign particular work to em- 
ployes in a particular labor or- 
ganization or in a_ particular 
trade, craft or class rather than 
to another group claiming such 
work unless the employer is fail- 
ing to conform to an order of the 
NLRB determining the bargaining 
representatives for employes per- 
forming such work. 

In addition to making these 
boycotts and strikes unfair prac- 
tices by labor, the conference re 
port also makes them “unlawful 
combinations” for which the ¢m- 
ployer may sue in any federal 
district court having jurisdiction, 
to recover sustained damages and 
the cost of the suit. 

“Fea ding.” 

Provisions against “featherbed- 
ding” in the conference bill are 
limited in scope, applying primar- 
ily to “stand-bys” and other per- 
sons who perform no work, such 
as in the music industry, rather 
than generally to limitations on 
work. The bill merely provides 
that it shall be an unfair labor 
practice “to cause or attempt to 
cause an employer to pay or de- 
liver or agree to pay or deliver 
any money or any other thing of 
value, in the pature of an exac- 
tion, for services which are not 
performed or not to be per- 

rmed,” 
Tbe senate bill did not mention 
featherbedding but the House bill 
contained five drastic paragraphs 
on the subject, beginning with a 
par against employment of persons 
in excess of the number reason- 
ably required by an employer to 
perform actual services, and end- 
ing with a bar on royalties such 
as collected by James C. Petrillo 
of the AFL American Federation 
ot Musicians. 

Rights of Workers. 

’ In place of the House bill's long 
“bill of rights” for workers, the 
conferees agreed on a simple para- 
graph stipulating that it shall be 
an unfair practice for a labor or- 
ganization or its agent to restrain 
or coerce (1) employes in the 
evercise of right guaranteed in 
Section 7 of (2) an employer in 
the selection of his representatives 
for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining or the adjustment of 
grievances. 

This paragraph has ‘several im- 
portant implications. Section 7, 
among other things, gives an em- 
ploye the right to refrain from 
any or al] union activities unless 
he had been forced into a union 
shop. The paragraph also specifl- 
cathy provides that the bar against 
restraints and coercion shall not 
impair the right of a labor organi- 
gation to prescribe its own rules 
with respect to acquisition or re- 
tention of membership therein. 
This one paragraph is likely to 
lead to extended controversy and 
litigation, 

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
a member of the Senate Labor 
Committee but not of the confer- 
ence group, recently asserted in a 
radio speech that this paragraph 
is “administratively impossible of 
enforcement” because it lays the 
duty on the NLRB of disciplining 
unions and of passing on numerous 
questions of what constitutes re- 
straints and coercion.

National Labor Relations Board 
shall enforce its orders against 
“unfair practices” by employers 
and unions. In general this is by 
“cease and desist’ orders with 
power to call for reports to see if 
such orders have been carried 
out. To back up such orders the 
board is authorized to get federa) 
injunctions. The original House 
bill authorized. private employers 
to get injunctions against unions 
but this was dropped by the con- 
ferees because it might lay unions 
open to endless litigation. 


For the information of the rank 
and file union members—and also 
for the benefit of. the NLRB— 
unions seeking certification by the 
NLRB would be required to file 
with the Secretary of Labor the 
compensation and allowances of 
its three principal officers or 
agents whose aggrégate compensa- 
tion and allowances exceed $5000 
a year, a report showing all its 
receipts and the source of such 
receipts, its total assets and lia- 
bilities, and disbursements made 
during the fiscal year, including 
the purposes for which made. 


The legislation also stipulates 
that the NLRB shall entertain no 
petition from a labor organization 
unless each of its officers files an 
affidavit that he is not a member 
of the Communist party or affili- 
ated with that party and does not 
believe in the overthrow of the 
government by force or any illegal 
or unconstitutional methods. Any 
officer swearing falsely about’ this 
would be subject to prosecution 
under the Federal] statutes against 
misrepresentation. 


The original House bili provided 
that no union should be certified 
as a bargaining agent if any offi- 
cer “is or ever has been a member 
of the Communist party or by rea- 
son of active and consistent pro- 
motion or support of the policies, 
teachings and doctrines of the 
Communist party can reasonably 
be regarded as being a member of 
or affiliate with such party.” 


Thé conferees. considered this 
language much too broad, particu- 
larly about past Communist mem- 
bership and leeway given as to 
when a person could “reasonably” 
be regarded as a Communist or 
an affiliate. 


The giving of bribes by an em- 
ployer and the taking of bribes 
by an employes’ representative are 
made misdemeanors by the confer- 
ence bill, but with a maximum 
penalty of a $10,000 fine and im- 
prisonment for not more than one 
year. 


Political Contributions, 


The conference also proposed to 
amend the Corrupt Practices Act 
to make it unlawful for any labor 
organization to make a contribu- 
tion or expenditure in connection 
with any election, primary, con- 
vention or caucus respecting can- 
didates for the presidency, vice 
presidency, or Congress. It would 
also be unlawful for any candidate, 
political committee or other per- 
son to accept such a contribution 
or expenditure. 


In an effort to clarify the present 
law, the conferees defined a labor 
organization, for this section of 
the bill, as “any organization of 
any kind, of any agency or em- 
ploye representation committee or 
plan, in which employes partici- 
pate and which exists for the pur- 
pose, in whole or in part, of deal- 
ing with employers concerning 
grievances, labor disputes, wages, 
rates of pay, hours of employment 
or conditions of work.” 

It will probably still be a ques- 
tion, if the bill becomes a law, 
whether an organization such as 
CIO-PAC of the 1944 campaign is 
a “labor organization.”

BALKANS UNION 
REPORTED ABOUT 
10 BE FORMED 


Federation’ Would In- 
clude Part of Greece— 
Rumors Molotov Is in 
Belgrade.

BELGRADE, June 3 (AP)—Re- 
ports circulated here today, with- 
out confirmation, that a Balkan 
federation would be formed here 
soon, to include Albania and Ma- 
cedonia as an autonomous state 
under Yugoslav control. Macedo- 
nia lies in Yugoslavia and Greece, 

These reports coincided with 
widely circulated but likewise un- 
confirmed rumors that Soviet For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov had 
arrived in Belgrade for a visit 
and that Bulgarian Premier 
Geo Dimitrov was en route, 

Officials who were asked about 
these reports concerning Molotov 
and Dimitrov said they had no 
knowledge of them, but declined 
to deny’ them outright. A bril- 
liant red, streamlined railroad car 
arrived in the Belgrade railroad 
yards and the guard was  in- 
creased at the Russian ambassa- 
dor’s villa. 

A Balkan federation and an au- 
tonomous Macedonia have been 
demanded several times by Yugo- 
slay Premier Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz and other high Balkan 
officials in speeches in the past. 

Addressing visiting Bulgarian 
newspapermen yesterday Marshal 
Tito said unification of the “free 
Balkan peoples into a strong en- 
tity is indispensable.” He related 
his remarks to the Greek situa- 
tion, which he said was fraught 
with danger. 

Joint security makes imperative 
the “unanimity of the Slav peoples 
of the Balkans,” Tito said, 

“It is well known to you that 
your masses in Bulgaria desire 
this just’ as ours do,” he said, 
“Since this is so, nobody has the 
right to hinder us, and we must 
do this. The same can be said of 
Albania. 

“This union is not meant for 
aggression, but so that we may 
@ach protect our own and all to- 
gether, so that we may preserve 
our independence, our national 
development, and our peaceful 
economic development.” 

Tito expresed little hope that 
Yugoslavia’s territorial claims in 
Austria would be granted. 

“We shall have to submit to these 
decisions because we aré a mem- 
ber of the United Nations,” he 
said, “but that does not mean giv- 
ing up and acceding to such a 
decision for good and all.” 

He said that because of what he 
called “certain international de- 
signs” Yugoslavia had been un- 
justly treated with regard to 
Venezia Giulia where “Trieste has 
simply been carved out of a 
healthy body.” 

He said that through trade 
agreements with Sweden, Hun- 
gary, Poland and negotiations in 
progress with Russia “we have 
assured the fulfilment of the five- 
year-plan #0 that we are not de 
pendent on several powers.”

Landis Offers Substitute 
in House —~ Says Safe- 

ty Is Necessary to Fill 
Jobs.

WASHINGTON, June 3-—Legis- 
lation empowering the Govern- 
ment to close mines deemed un- 
safe by federal inspectors was in- 
trodiced today by Representative 
Gerald Lewis (Rep.), Indiana. 
The bill is a substitute for a 
measure Landis had introduced 
six days after the disaster that 

took 111 lives at Centralia, Il. 

The latest proposal, to take ef- 
fect immediately when federal 
control of the mines expires July 
1, ‘would give the operator of a 
closed mine 30 days to correct un- 
safe conditions, If the remedial 
steps recommended by federal in- 
spectors were not taken in this 
period, the mine might reopen 
for one day, but then would face 
closing for another 30-day period. 

An operator defying a federal 
closing order could be fined $5000 
and imprisoned for one year. 

The first bill by Landis, a mem- 
ber of the Labor Committee, would 
have given the Government au- 
thority to closé an unsafe mine 
permanently. 

“There were too many objec- 
tions to my earlier bill,” he said. 
“T pelieve this law can be passed.” 

Landis, who is a former miner, 
recently made an inspection tour 
of the soft coal fields and re 
ported the country faces “a very 
real problem” of a shortage of 
mine labor. 

“The workers are not going into 
the mines,” he said. “If they 
knew the Federal Government 
was backing adequate safety 
measures, it would encourage 
them to enter the industry.”

MARSHALL BAGKS 
SENDING MILITARY 
MISSIONS ABROAD 


Tells House Committee if .

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall told 
Congress today that unless the 
United States sends military train- 
ing missions to foreign nations 
wanting them “sdéme other coun- 
try” will. 

He testified before the House 
Armed Services Committee in 
support of legislation authorizing 
the President to send peacetime 
military missions to any foreign 
country requesting them. The 
President now has that authority 
with respect to American repub- 


| ics. Under wartime powers soon 


to expire, the President has sent 
missions to Iran and China. 


Asked by Representative Arends 
(Rep.), Illinois, if passage of the 
legislation would create any fl- 
feeling on the part of Russia, 
Marshall replied: 

“No more so than they have 
now, with respect to our mission 
in China.” | 

He emphasized in response to 
another question by Arends that 
it is not the intention of the legis- 
lation that the United States 
should assume the burden of po- 
licing the entire world, 

He said he could not say how 
many missions would be sent out 
if the measure becomes law. 

He emphasized that the mis- 
sions, intended for training pur- 
poses, would not be used In army 
intelligence work. The missions 
would be relatively small and 
would be tsed primarily te train 
troops of the nations requesting 
them, he said, adding: 

“If we didn’t have our missions 
there, some other country would.”

Kinbrell Busy Carrying Out . 
Campaign Pledge on Vote Fraud 


Jackson County Prosecutor Said He ‘Would 
Not Tolerate’ It—He Is a Man Who 
. Doesn’t Get Excited,

KANSAS CITY, June 3—Prose- 
cuting Attorney James G. Kim- 
brell of Jackson county was about 
to enter the Federal Building yes- 
terday afternoon, to deliver to the 
United States attorney all his re- 
maining evidence of election ir- 
regularities, when he suddenly 
realized it was almost 4 o'clock 
and he hadn't eaten since break- 
fast. He walked across the street 
and had a: hamburger. 
While the prosecutor ate his 
five-minute lunch, three of his 
young assistants, two of his in- 
vestigators, two deputy sheriffs 
and six newspaper men waited in 
United States Attorney Sam 
Wear’s office for the formal trans- 
fer 6f the state’s evidence. Some- 
what refreshed, Kimbrell saun- 
tered in and turned over his ma- 
terial. 
The informality and the sudden 
interruption of serious business 
for a quick hamburger were typi- 
cal of 45-year-old Kimbrell, a Re- 
publican who took office only 
five months ago. He conceals de- 
termination under an easy-going 
exterior. 

Put on No Airs, 
He puts on no airs. Usually he 
wears his gray felt hat on the 
back of his head. Seated at his 
desk, he, slumps comfortably in 
his chair, doubles one leg and 
pushes his shin against the desk. 
He wears his rimless glasses down 
on his nose and peers over them 
at his visitor. . 
Forty years ago, his father, the 
late Isaac B. Kimbrell, held the 
same office, serving as prosecutor 
for two terms. As a boy, Jim 
watched his father in action in 
the courtroom. The elder Kim- 
brell wanted his son to be a law- 
yer, too, and the boy, not know- 
ing just what he wanted to do, 
decided law might not be such a 
bad idea. 
He attended the Kansas City 
public schools, a business school 
and then the Kansas City School 
of Law. His law classes were at 
night, and he worked by day on 
a surveying crew’ of the City 
Water. Department. Admitted to 
the bar in 1926, a year before his 
graduation from law school, he re- 
mained at his Water Department 
job and then,obtained a job as 
weightmaster Sor the State Grain 
Department. 

Swept Out in 1932. 
When in 1932 the Democrats 
swept in, he was swept out. Then 
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Jr., 14 years old, and his sister, 
Pearl, 10, who found them on a 
lot on Twentieth street between 
East Prairie and Gano avenues. 
The children were told by their 
father to take the plates to the 
company after they had brought 
iem to their home, 1922 East 
airie avenue, in a toy wagon. 
Investigation disclosed three other 
boxes, each valued at $500, were 
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he opened aslaw officé. Only a 
short time earlier, he was married 
to Miss Rose Mary Larkin of 
Leavenworth, Kan. Law business 
wasn't booming for young at- 
torneys in the early 1930s but 
Kimbrell got by. 


He developed a general law 
practice, mostly civil and corpora- 
tion law. Last summer he was in- 
vited to run for the Republican 
nomination for prosecuting at- 
torney. At first he declined be- 
cause, he said, he thought Démo- 
crat Michae] W, O’Hern was doing 
a good job as prosecutor. Then he 
heard that the Pendergast machine 
was going to oppose O’Hern in 
the primary, supporting James H. 
Anderson. Kimbrell decided that 
looked good for Republican for- 
tunes so he entered the race and 
was nominated without opposition, 
When he was elected in Novem- 
ber, he was the first Republican 
chosen as prosecuting attorney 
since 1928. He was one of only 
two Republicans elected to a coun-

ty wide office, the other being 
Presiding Judge Harry M. 
Gambrel of the County Court. 
Both are considered key posts. 


Predecessor His Aid. 


As his first assistant, Kimbrell 
chose O’Hern, his predecessor in 
office. He retained one other 
Democrat as an assistant and 
added to his staff 14 Republican 
lawyers, mostly men in their 30s. 
Five of them are former Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
and eight are war veterans, By 
joining his staff, the former FBI 
agents accepted positions paying 
about half the salaries they earned 
with. the Government, but all 
wanted to settle down and wanted 
the opportunity to get back into 
law practice, Kimbrell explained. 


While he was talking with the 
writer, Kimbrell was interrupted 
by a telephone call from a man 
who said he had information that 
would lead to the arrest of the 
persons who stole the ballots from 
the Election Board vault. 

Kimbrell, highly pleased, ar- 
ranged to meet the anonymous 
caller in a tavern a few hours 
later, then arranged to take along 
an assistant and to “have the 
place well. covered.” It was the 
first offer of its kind made to 
him. Unfortunately, nothing hap- 
pened. Kimbrell waited an hour 
in the tavern but the tipster never 
appeared. 

Kimbrell and his wife entertain 
frequently in their cottage just 
outside the city limits, They like 
to have friends over to play a little 
poker, but never bridge. They 
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listen to records from his’ large 
collection. 

Attractive Mrs. Kimbrell is sec- 
retary of the Marley Co., manu- 
facturers of cooling equipment. 
They have no children, 
He smokes two or three pack- 
ages of cigarettes a day. In his 
youth, he played basketball, base- 
ball and tennis but gave up all 
sports years ago. 

Doesn’t Get Excited. 


He speaks softly, never gets ex- 
cited and smiles easily. Usually, 
he wears a brown suit. When he 
buries his chin in his chest, the 
points of his white shirt collar 
turn skyward. 

In one of hig campaign talks, 
he said, “I am not a reformer.” 
The description ig still true today, 
he said. 

In a campaign talk Sept. 21, he 
asserted; “Mr. (Roger C.) Slaugh- 
ter was purged on orders from 
Washington which were relayed 
through 1908 Main street (Pender- 
gast headquarters), They accom- 
plished their purpose and at the 
same time, in all probability, elect- 
ed Albert L. Reeves Jr., our can- 
didate.” Kimbrell proved a good 
prophet; Reeves was elected 
Nov. 6. 


In the same talk,. he said, “I 
would not tolerate vote fraud. I 
would use all the power and re- 
sources of my office to punish 
those responsible.” In other talks, 
he pledged “complete investiga- 
tions” of vote frauds. 

Since hig election, Kimbrell has 
been keeping very busy living up 
to his campaign pledges. "

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TEXT OF ATTLEE’S STATEMENT ON INDIA 


The tezt of Prime Minister 
Aitice’s statement to the House 
of Commons today on the Brit- 
ish plan for Indian selfrule: 


DESIRE to make an impor- 


tant statement on India policy. 

A similar statement is being 
made at the same time in the 
House of Lords and by the Vice- 
roy in New Delhi, The statement, 
ix. the form of a white paper, will 
be available thfs afternoon. I am 
giad to inform the House that the 
plan contained in the announce- 
ment which I am about to make, 
including the offer of dominion 
status to one or two sticcessor 
‘authoritien, has been favorably 
received by all three parties rep- 
resented at the conferences held 
by the Viceroy with Indian lead- 
ers during the past two days. 

Before making the statement, I 
would like to express the grati- 
tude and appreciation of the Brit- 
ish Government of the great serv- 
ices which the Viceroy has ren- 
dered. 

“le~On Feb. 20, 1947, His Maj- 
esty’s Government announced 
their intention of transferring 
power in British India to Indian 
hands by June 1948. His Majesty's 
Government had hoped that it 
would be possible for the major 
parties to co-operate in the work- 
ing out of the cabinet mission's 
plan of May 19167°1946, and evolve 
for India a constitution acceptable 
to all concerned. This hope has 
not been* fulfilled. 

Situation by Provinces. 

“2. The majority of the represent- 
atives of the provinces of Mad- 
ras, Bombay, United Provinces, : 
Bihar, Central Provinces and Be- 
rar, Assam, Orissa, and the North- 
west Frontier province, and the 
representatives of Delhi, Ajmer- 
Merwara and Coorg have already 
made progress in the task of 
evolving a new constitution, On 
the other hand, the Moslem 
League party, including in it a 
majority of. representatives of 
Bengal, the Punjab and Sind, as 
also the representative of British 
Baluchistan, has decided not to 
participate in the Constituent As- 
sembly. : 

“3. It has always beer the desire 
o. H. M. Government that power 
should be transferred. in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the In- 
dian people themselves. This task 
would have been greatly facili- 
tated if there had been agreement 
among the Indian political par- 
ties. In the absence of such an 
agreement, the task of devising 
- @ method by which the wishes of 
the Indian people can be ascer- 
tained has devolved on H. M. Gov- 
ernment. After full consultation 
with pbdlitical leaders in India H. 
M. Government have decided to 
adopt for this purpose the plan 
set out below. 

“H. M. Government wish to 
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make it clear that they have no 
intention of attempting to frame 
ahy ultimate constitution for In- 
dia; this ig a matter for the In- 
dians themselves. .Nor is there 
anything in; this plan to preclude 
negotiations between communitigs 
for a united India. 
“4. It is not the intention of H. 
M. Government to interrupt the 
work of the existing Constituent 
Assembly. Now that ‘provision is 
made for certain provinces speci- 
fied below, H. M. Government 
trust that as a consequence of 
this announcement the Moslem 
League representatives of those 
provinces, a majority of whose 
representatives are already par- 
ticipating in it, will ‘now take 
their due share in its labors. 
“At the same time, it is clear 
that any constitution framed by 
this assembly cannot apply. to 
those parts of the country which 
are unwilling to accep* it. H. M. 
Government are satisfied that the 
procedure outlined below ‘embod- 
ies the. best practical method of

“5: The provincial Legislative 
Assemblies of Bengal and the Pun- 
jab (excluding the European mem- 
bers) will therefore each be asked 
to meet in two parts, One repre- 
senting the Moslem majority dis- 
tricts and the other the rest of 
the province. For the purpose of 
determining the population of dis- 
tricts, the 1941 census figures will 
be taken as authoritative.

“8. In the event of partition be- 
ing decided upon, each pagt of the 
Legislative Assembly will, on be- 
half of the areas they represent, 
decide which of the. alternatives 
in Paragraph 4 abov@ to adopt. 


Boundary Determination. 

“9. For the immediate purpose 
of deciding on the issue of parti- 
tion, the members of the Legisla- 
tive Assemblies of Bengal and the 
Punjab will sit in two parts ac- 
cording to Moslem majority dis- 
tricts (as laid down in the ap- 
pendix) and non-Moslem majority 
districts. This is only a prelimin- 
ary step of a purely temporary 
nature, as it is evident that for 
the purposes of final partition of 
these provinces a detailed investi- 
gation of boundary questions will 
be needed; and, as goon as a de- 
cision involving partition has been 
taken for either province, a boun-, 
dary commission will be set up by 
the Governor-General, the mem- 
bership and terms of reference of 
which will be settled in consulta- 
tion with: those concerned. It 
will be instructed to demarcate 
the boundaries of the two parts of 
the Punjab on the basis of ascer- 
taining the contiguous majority 
areas of Moslems and non-Mos- 
lems.

“10. The Legislative Assembly of 
Sind (excluding the European 
members) will at a special meet- 
ing also take its own decision on 
the alternatives in Paragraph

“11. The position of the North- 
west Frontier province is excep- 
tional. Two of the three repre- 
sentatives of this province are 
already participating in the exist- 
ing Constituent Assembly. But it 
is clear, in view of its geograph- 
ical situation, and other cbonsid- 
erations, that if the whole or any 
part of the Punjab decides not to 
join the existing Constituent As- 
Sembly, it will be necessary to 
give the Northwest Frontier prov- 
ince an opportunity to reconsider 
its position. Accordingly, in such 
an everit, a referendum will be 
made to the electors of the pres- 
tnt Legislative Assembly in the 
Northwest Frontier -province to 
choose which of the alternatives 
mentioned in paragraph 4 above 
they wish to adopt.

(Britain is to remain the.“para- 
mount power” in these princely 
states until June 1948. After that 
they may join united India, Hin- 
dustan, Pakistan, or become inde- 
pendent.) 

“The Government wish to em- 
phasize now that there is no in- 
tention of attempting to frame any 
ultimate constitution for India,” 
Attlee said. “This must now be 
done by the Indians themselves.” 

Attlee said the Government ex- 
pected, to introduce legislation 
during the current session of 
Parliament for the transfer of 
power this year, on a dominion 
status, to successor authorities, 
one or more according to the de- 
cisions taken by the Indians. 

“This will be without prejudice 
to the right of the Indian Con- 
stituent semblies to decide in 
'due course whether or not the 
part of India in respect of which 
they have authority will remain 
within the British Common- 
wealth,” he said, 

Churchill, in answering Attlee's 
statement in the House, said: “It 
all seems very difficult to under- 
stand.” He said he hoped the 
House would debate the matter, 
but did not ask that a date be 
fixed now. 

“We must ask ourselves at this 
moment if any better way can be 
found pat whic India from, the 
blood b which may stand so 
near,” he said 

Churchill said at first sight it 
seemed the plan “may offer India 
some prospect for escape. from 
one of the most hideous calamities 
which ever ravaged Asia’s vast 
expanses, but naturally we cannot 
form any opinion on the brief out- 
line and complicated details that 
have been given.” 

Churehill said the two condi- 
tions for Indian freedom which 
were imposed ‘during his admin- 
istration had been fulfilled—agree- 
ment between the Indian parties 
and a dominion period. 

“It is quite true,” he said, “that 
agreement of the various parties 
in India can only be achieved on 
the basis of partition, and I gather 
that that is the foundation. 

“Nevertheless, should all these 
parties, after a reasonable period 
of deliberation and responsibility, 
decide to remain within the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations, the 
theme of the unity of India will 
be preserved,” 

“And,” he added, “the many na- 
tions and states of India may 
find their unity within the mys- 
terious circle of the British crown; 
just in the same way aa the self- 
governing dominions have done 
for so many years, after all other 
links with the mother country 
save those of sentiment have been 
dissolved.” 

Tribute to Attlee. 

In a rare tribute to Attlee, 
Churchill said: 

“If the hopes which are en- 
shrined in this statement should 
be borne out, great credit will; in- 
deed be due to the Viceroy-—not 
only to him but to the Prime Min- 
ister who advised His Majesty to 
accept him.” 

Communist William Gallacher 
said: “My objection to the Gov- 
ernment’s document. is strength- 
ened very much by the fact it is 
whole-heartedly supported by Mr. 
Churchill, who has a very bad 
record in connection with India.”

OT every one will agree with Gen. Douglas MacArthur that the 
new Japanese constitution reflects “one of the great spiritual 
While it is true that the impact of 


the occupation has set in motion many new lines of thought and 
‘behavior among the Japanese, it is equally evident that feudal think- 
ing is still a major obstacle in the reformation of Japan, 

In a country so deeply immersed in authoritarian and Confucian 
tradition as this one, it is going to take a very long time to put over 
the basic concepts of democracy with the masses of the population. 
Physical reforms are a big help in the right direction, but they wil) 
have to be supplemented by a prolonged process of re-education. 


The re-education of Japan is 
well started. The educational ex- 
perts in MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters are for the most part a well 
qualified and refreshingly enthu- 
siastic group of men and women. 
And the majority of those I have 
talked with are realistic enough 
to admit that the biggest part. of 
their problem still lies ahead. 


The most promising field of re- 
education is among Japan's 18 
million school children. From 
these youths will come the men 
who will take leadership after Ja- 
pan has done her period of pen- 
ance and is once more free to pick 
her own course in world affairs. It 
is in this generation of school 
children and the next that the 
main hope lies for a fundamental 
and permanent cuange of Japa- 
mese thinking along democratic 
lines. 


Adult Education. 

There ig @ heavy emphasis also 
on adult education, especially 
among women. Long subjugated 
to malé domination in the home 
and in politics, one would suppose 
that Japanese women would be 
ready recruits to democratic ideas. 
As a matter of fact, the response 
from those who can be reached is 
good. Japanese feminists, assisted 
by a few hard-working women 
from military government teams. 
and from MacArthur's headquar- 
ters, have been spreading the word 
on women's new status in country- 
wide speaking tours. 

But their numbers are so few 
that they have been able to make 
direct contact with only a small 
cross-section of the whole popu- 
lation. The rest has to be left to 
word-of-mouth, chain reaction and 
to various forms of publicity. 
Speakers tell of women walking 
in for miles to attend pre‘ectural 
gatherings, often carrying babies 
which they nurse throughout the 
Meetings. They are so new to 
democratic ways that even ‘the 
simple matter of electing a chair- 
man presents a major problem. 

The emergence of Japanese 
women will be slow. In the aver- 
age Japanese home the chains of 
tradition are too strong to be 
easily broken by directives and 
laws. Until she learns more about 
the mysterious new world. of 
“democratic rights” and what it 


means to her, the Japanese house- | 
wife is likely to do pretty much 
as Papa-san tells her, including 
how to vote. Thirty-nine women 
were elected to the lower house 
of the Japanese Diet in the first 
elections last year, but their rec- 
ord was far from impressive. 
Only 15 women made the grade 
in the second Diet balloting last 
month. 

During the war, all women’s 
activities were controlled by the 
government through the Dai Nip- 
no Fujinkai, or Great Japan 
Women's Association—a totalitar- 
jan set-up with men as its bosses. 
Now the men are out and the 
Fujinkai has given way to hun- 
dreds of women's associations, cul- 
tural societies and political clubs.

Men Hardest Problem, 

The men of Japan are an even 
tougher re-education problem. In 
the main their response to demo- 
cratic teaching is in ratio to how 
it affects their income and live- 
lihood. The hardest to deal with 
are those in the 20 to 40-year-old 
bracket. Steeped in ultra-nation- 
alism, they have known nothing: 
else. Those above 40 can remem- 
ber something of the liberal ten- 
Gencies of the 1920's when Japan 
was in closer touch with the ideas 
and the people of the West than 
she has been since. They recall 
that life in those days was not 


bad. 

At the best, adult education in 
Japan can produce only super- 
ficial changes, The real hope is in 
the schools. And even here sus- 
tained effort and surveillance will 
be necessary for many years if 
Japanese thinking is to be radi- 
cally and permanently affected. 
Few Americans could argue with 
the excellent basis laid down in 
MacArthur's directives and in the 
educational laws drawn up and 
adopted by the Japanese Diet. 
However, the pr is so new, 
so unsteady and so far from com- 
piete implementation that a too 
early withdrawal of American 
guidance and push might well halt 
* progress in mid-stream. 

The guideposts of educational 
reform in Japan were set up in 
the report of the Stoddard mis- 
gion, a committee of 27 American 
educationalists who visited Japan 
early last year. This was an out- 
standingly able analysis of the 
problem and its cures, It was rec- 


’ s 


ognized, though, that if educa- 
tional reforms were to be lasting, 
they would have to be drawn up 
finally by the Japanese them- 
selves, It was not until a few 
weeks ago that the Japanese Diet 
adopted two basic laws on educa- 
tion. Meanwhile, much spadework 
has been’ done. 
Shortages in Everything. | 

The difficulties are appalling. 
First, there is the woefully broken- 
down condition of the Japanese 
school system. Twenty-two per 
cent of Japan's wartime teach- 
ing staff has been eliminated from 
the schools either by resignation 
or by purge. This has removed 
many of the ideologically unfit, 
but it has not removed the incom- 
petents. The shortage of teachers 
is so serious that an educationa: 
officer told me: “We will be lucky 
in some schools if we can find 
teachers for the next term capable 
of holding a book.” The average 
salary for an elementary school 
teacher in Japan is about 450 yen 
($9) a month. It is hardly surpris- 
ing that normal schools in Japan 
are having trouble filling | their 
classrooms while other institutions 
of higher learning are j ed to 
overflowing. 
The re-education of Japan's 
417,000 teachers is the key to the 
whole educational problem, Under 
the old system, teachers and stu- 
dents were confined in a totali- 
tarian straitjacket that left al- 
most no room for creative thought 
or individua) enterprise. The new 
laws outlaw the old paternalistic, 
parrot-like concept of education 
and replace it with an idea wholly 
new to the Japanese—“the dignity 
of the individual.” Trying to get 
this idea over to Japanese teach- 
ers ig a major source of frustra- 
tion to American educational of- 
ficers. The teachers have been so 
accustomed to teaching by rote and 
waiting for orders on even the 
tiniest details that for most of 
them democratic classroom meth- 
ods are too revolutionary to grasp. 
In general, and with some disturb- 
ing exceptions of nationalistic ob- 
stinecy, they are eagerly, often 
pathetically, anxious to learn. Mac- 
Arthur's educational advisers are 
helping them along by holding 
frequent conferences at national, 
prefectural and occasionally dis- 
trict levels. To check results, mili- 
tary government officers are re- 
quired to inspect a minimum of 
five schools monthly in each pre- 
fecture. This means, of course, 
that thousands of schools escape 
direct American gurveillance, 


Destruction of Schools. 


_ School plants are in bad shape. 
Of Japan’s 40,000 schools and col- 
leges, 4000 were destroyed or dam- 
aged by bombing and fire. The 
average country school is lacking 
in just about everything except 
four walls, a roof and grim little 
rows of desks. Heating is meager, 
shattered windows are irreplace- 
able for want of glass and only a 
small part of the huge quantities 
of books, laboratory material and 
recreational equipment needed is 
available. Only now are the rewrit- 
ten textbooks beginning to appear 
in the schools in any ‘quantities. 
Even so, paper had to be obtained 
by such extreme measures as per- 
suading Japanese newspapers to 
cut down their size to half a sheet 
for two days a week during the 
month of May. Up to recently the 
schools have been getting along 
on reprints of the old textbooks 
with objectionable passages re- 
moved, - 

Much progress has been made 
toward the decentralization of the 
Japanese school system, The Min- 
istry of Education, once the dicta- 
tor of all student thought, has 
lost a great deal of its power to 
local agencies and it will lose 
more. 

Another profound change, whose 
effect will quickly become ap- 
parent, is the new emphasis on 
equality between the sexes, In 
1944 only 226 women were regis- 
tered in the universities of Japan, 
compared with 64,000 men, In the 
colleges, the ratio was 35,000 to

With the development of the

adequate means of protecting 
cities from destruction by use of 
atomic bombs. 


“Not long, as the life of nations 
goes, can we keep military superi- 
ority,” he said. “Political agree- 
ments are unreliable safeguards, 
Economically we are, however, by 
far the world’s greatest power, In 
helping to rebuild the world’s 
economy, and in stabilizing its 
government, is thus our most im- 
portant and surest path to nation- 
al safety. 


“Such a choice means heavy in- 
vestments in foreign undertakings, 
through Government loans and by 
private enterprise. We shall need 
to send men and women abroad in 
large numbers to see that our re- 
sponsibilities are looked after. 
These men and women will go to 
foreign lands to help in guiding 
the course of affairs and to do the 
daily tasks for which our help is 
needed.

Winthrop W. Aldrich is currently arguing before 
the International Chamber of Commerce meet- 
ing in Switzerland, and besides, they have a 
bright side, They bring lower prices, “serve to 
increase labor productivity and managerial effi- 
clency and lay the basis for further improve- 
ments in living standards.” 

He has a point, but one seems to remember 
from 1929-33 and 1937-38 that there is also a 
dark side, The heightened efficiency comes be- 
cause, in far arge part, workers and executives fear 
the los¢ of their jobs. Is that wholesome? At 
least, it is an austere end of the brave new hopes 
and lyrio assurances that the war would end in 
a great, plentiful peace without the specter of 
unemployment. And it is hard to find anything 
wholesome at all in 5,000,000 severed from pay- 
rolls, few of them under guayanteed-wage plans, 
most with only meager personal savings, none 
under adequate public employment insurance. 

In fact, missionary Communists count “‘capi- 
talistic” slumps as their mightiest allies. A brief 
“corrective recession” will win few American 
converts to the Kremlin, which despises personal 
liberty and does not touch the material benefits 
of our own economy. But it may win numbers 
to some native Huey Long. Certainly it will gain 
no champions for a self-styled enterprise system 
that cannot maintain an even keel and refuses to 
carry a sufficient store of oil for the troubled 


waters. 
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Choice at Springfield 

Whatever else the Illinois Legislatyre does 
before its automatic adjournment, June 30, it 
should pass the Green administration's congres- 
sional redistricting bill. To the Governor's dis- 
tinct credit, an-equitable measure has been 
passed in the State Senate and awaits House 
action. The lower chamber, reflecting narrow 
personal interests of some downstate Congress- 
men, filibustered last week rather than do its 
manifest duty, 

Illinois has not been redistricted for seats 
in the national House since 1901. No other large 
state has gone without redistricting for so long 
a time. Meanwhile, the worst population dis- 
parities in the Union have oceurred in Illinois.

On the banks of the sacred river Jumna, in 
the ancient syllables of Sanskrit, the sadhus, the 
Hindu priests, are making mumbo-jumbo. Be- 
fore the residences of Vice President Nehru and 
Viceroy Mountbatten they demonstrate against 
any change in the stifling superstitions of their 
faith. (They demonstrate against partition of In- 
dia, also.) 

No slaughter of cows! No abolition of untouch- 
ability! These are the cries of the religious fa- 
natics; these are, to them, the important things 
as their country treads the brink of starvation, 
political chaos and civil war. Was there a mo- 
mentary trembling of the earth in New Delhi? 
It was the anger of mother earth at the seetiionp 
of the Constituent Assembly in proposing to 
abolish untouchability. 

Are there 50,000,000 untouchables whose deg- 
radation degrades India, hog-ties its productive 
strength, depresses its market for goods, treats 
human beings like brutes? It was always so, it 
is sacred, it must always be so. By the long hot 
dusty roads they pour on into New Delhi, to 
make their largest demonstration the first week 
of June, when the Viceroy confers with Indian 
leaders. 

Is it any wonder that progress is slow in 
India? Is it not the wonder, instead, that de- 
spite the ignorance that is a religion, despite 
the shuttered mind that is a faith, despite all 
the cruelty that is a creed, there is any prog- 
ress in India at all? 

By today’s news India is offered dominion 
status now with the option of independence 8 
year. What tragedy it is that an India‘ on 
threshold of freedom is enslaved still by the 
despotism of castes.

Bernard De Voto in Fortune 


For a nation that grows more metropoli- 
tan and industrialized every year the ex- 
perience of solitude, even the simple fact of 
quiet, has become inestimable, It is the 
more exigent in that the memory of the 
American people keeps alive a need for the 
wilderness that shaped us, that was our 
birthright and that we have despoiled. It 
is imperative to maintain portions of the 
wilderness untouched, so that a tree will rot 
where it falls, a waterfall will pour its 
curve without generating electricity, a 
trumpeter swan may float on uncontami- 
nated water—and moderns may at least see 
what their ancestors knew in their nerves 
and blood. 


To the cause of preserving the wilderness 
are dedicated the 27 national parks of the 
United States, most of them situated west 
of the 103d meridian, where the beauty or 
the strangeness of the western landscape 
rises to climax. To all of the parks,’ the 
National Park Service. estimates, between 
+f and 11 million Americans will repair in 
1947, 


Habitues and Fanatics 


At the more generally visited parks a 


small percentage of visitors use the “pack- 


age tours” sold by railroad companies and 
travel agencies. For a fixed price the tour- 
ist buys a fixed tour. 


The fixed tour, however, is the least sat- 
isfactory way of visiting a park; it makes 
private wandering or individual discovery 
impossible, it may be exhausting, it tends to 
become trite. The automobile tourist does 
better, since he may go where he chooses 
and stay anywhere as long as he likes. 


Two classes of people get more from the 
parks than anyone else, The first class are 
the habitues and fanatics who return to the 
Bame. park every year, sometimes from 
childhood to old age, They are connoisseurs, 
virtuosos, scholars, pedants; they resent as 
interlopers the swarm of tourists who lack 
their erudition and they condescend to the 
Park Service. More practically, they are 
invaluable té the Park Service for they 
are the minutemen who as individuals or 
organizations spring to arms whenever it is 
under attack. 


The other class is sometimes called, even 


by an occasional park ranger, the prole- 
tariat, There can be no doubt that those 
who stay in the public campgrounds come 
to learn more of the parks and get more 
from them than any other tourists. The 
campgrounds have grown steadily more 
popular, which means that they have grown 
more congested; straining the ability of the 
park personnel to maintain them without 


‘harm to the surroundings. 


Any American Crowd 


In euch camps (always picturesquely 
sited), in trailers and every known kind of 
tent, with outfits that range from the bar- 
est necessities to a truckload of household 
furnishings, tourists settle down for long 
stays. They are any American crowd, 


which means that they are equalitarian, 


good-natured and destructive, But their 
destructiveness is a compound of ignorance 
and innocence. They respond to instruc- 
tion and have an eager thirst for it, 


In its original mandate from the Forty- 


second Congress 75 years ago, setting aside 
Yellowstone as the first national park, the 
1 


park administration was officially charged 
with solving an insoluble dilemma, It was 
directed to preserve the indicated areas 
from “injury and spoliation” and to retain 
them in their “natural conditions”—and 
also to maintain each of them as a “public 
park or pleasuring ground of the people.” 


But the moment wilderness is used at all 
it ceases in some degree to be wilderness. 
To construct a road or a trail will increase 
the benefit and enjoyment of the people but 
it may also disturb the balance of nature, 
changing the botanical or perhaps even the 
geological conditions of the area. The prob- 
lem_of the service is thus to accommodate 
the parks to increasing numbers of visitors 
— preventing esa si or deteriora- 

on 


The Silence Primeval 


Since the people using the parks have 
leisure and free will, they get in full meas- 
ure what the parks have to offer. Well, 
what do they get? What justifies the na- 
tional parks? 


First of all, silence. In any park three 
minutes’ walk will permit you to be alone 
in the primeval, and this single fact is 
enough to justify the entire national park 
system. Moreover you will enjoy the inti- 
macy of nature as your forefathers knew it. 


Our civilization excludes steadily increas- 
ing numbers of Americans from first-hand 
knowledge of nature—streams, plants,. for- 
ests, animals, birds, even the effects of 
storms—and yet their need of it can never 
be extinguished. The parks are at once 
preserves, exhibits, and theaters of nature 
going on. 

The national parks preserve not only the 
organic realationships of nature; they also 
preserve the extremes of natural spectacle 
and natural beauty. If the simple experi- 
ence of uncontaminated nature is inesti- 
mably good, so is such an equally simple 
experience as glimpsing the processes of 
creation in what the Colorado river and the 
wind and rain have done at the Grand 
Canyon—or how a glacier has gutted a 
peak, how a mountain range has slipped 
and folded along a fault line, how in the 
eons of time the fundamental earth has 
been erected and then redistributed grain 
by grain. 


Close to Sublimity 


No one can say fully what sublimity 
means, or how the awe or terror or exalta- 
tion inspired by the earth in torment af- 
fects him; but everyone, even the shallow- 
est sightseer, the strident and aggressive 
woman in purple rayon slacks shouldering 
others aside to look at the Great White 
Throne, is enlarged by the experience. 


The sightseer may lack vocabulary, even 
concept, to speak of the one in the many, 
eternity moving through forms of change, 
the flowing away at once of time and 
earth, but there remain mystery and the 
fulfillment of identity, and he will be richer 
than he was, It is renewal, enlargement, 
intensification. The parks preserve it per- 
manently in the inheritance of the Ameri- 


can citizen.

Fix It Yourself

E went in town the other 
day to dig up some informa- 
tion about the tile used for 
interior work in the house. Well, 
we learned a lot and “forgot a lot, 
but here are a few items we re- 
membered about removing stains 
from tile. : 

One way that ink stains can be 
removed from tile is to make up 
a pretty strange concoction of 
one part trisodium phosphate, one 
part sodium perborate and three 
of powdered talc, After you've 
got this made, fix up a strong 
soap solution in hot water and 
add it to the first mixture until 
you have a paste. Apply the 
paste over jhe stain, let it set until 
dry, and then brush off. 

As far as paint stains on tile go, 
there are special bleaches for this 
purpose. If you use one of these 
bleaches, please read and follow 
the directions carefully. If you 
are a rugged individualist and like 


to make your own, take a piece 


of cloth or cotton and soak it in 
hydrogen peroxide. Apply this 
cloth over the stain. To speed up 
the bleaching, wet another piece 
of cloth with ammonia water and 
put this cloth over the first one. 

If you don’t like either of these 
methods, vise the one suggested 
for removing ink.

Women Moving in On Medical Profession 


_ Medical School Enrollments Show Steady Feminine Increase; on y -Equel Basis With Men

NEW YORK, June 3. 
HE building fund campaign of 
the New York Infirmary, one 
of three hospitals in the coun- 
try to be staffed entirely by 
women, is currently focusing at- 
tention on “women in white.” This 
is something new. As a rule, our 
sister doctors do their work faith- 
fully without arguing too much 
about women’s place in medicine. 

Statistics show that only about 
5 per cent of the doctors in this 
country are women, as compared 
with 17 per cent in England and 
85 per cent in the Soviet Union. 
But times are changing, if very 
gradually. In 1932 only 4.3 per cent 
of the students in the country’s 
approved medical colleges were 
women. Today, in the 1946-47 
freshman classes, the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
reported May 10, women number 
11 per cent. Harvard, which ad- 
mitted its first woman medical 
student in 1944, had twelve last 
year, 

Inquiry in New York revealed 
last week that in our three lead- 
ing medical colleges, Physicians 
and Surgeons, Cornell and New 
York University, women make up 
twelve per cent of the present stu- 
dent body. Administrative offi- 
cials in each college declared they 
have no “quota” and that men and 
women applicants, of whom there 
are at least twenty for every avail- 
able space in the first year class, 
are selected on the basis of ability, 
personality and aptitude for a 
medical career. Figures’ supplied 
showed that as high a proportion 
of women applicants have been 


accepted for néxt fall’s class as 


of men. 

During the war twice as many 
women applied for entrance to 
these colleges as are now applying 
—either for patriotic or emotional 
reasons. At Physicians and Sur- 

eons Dr. Ara E. Severinghaus, 

ssociate Dean, said he cautions 
oung women not to attempt 
a’ medical career unless they feel 
they have a real mission. A girl 
needs to be even more certain of 
her passion for medicine than a 
man, he pointed out, because she 
will ‘have difficult adjustments to 
make.

Bring Child 
Discomfort 
By Angelo Patri 


ISCIPLINE is the chief worry 
VE beginning teachers and 
young parents. The welfare of 
children lies heavily on _ their 
minds and consciences, and they 
are afraid that they will do what 
they ought not do and leave un- 
done the things they should have 
done. Their foremost idea is do- 
ing something about everything a 
child does, 

That is not necessary, nor is 
it wise. Healthy children who be- 
long to wholesome people can 
stand being left alone a great 
deal. Many of the frightening, 
worrisome things they do are but 
passing phases of their growth, 
and time and experience take care 
of them—such things as saying 
an unacceptable word over and 


over,

IGNORE THAT and deliberately 
turn your back so that the child 
feels your withdrawal, and yet has 
no feeling of drama about the mat- 
ter which he would have;if you 
made a fuss about it. Children 
love appreval and they keenly 
want companionship — especially 
spiritual companionship, . With- 
draw that silently, and they feel 
it at once and change their atti- 
tude, 

Selfishness, wanting what they 
see for themselves, will pass, too 
—if the right example is set. All 
little children are. self-centered, 
‘| but time, experience and a good 
example bring about other atti- 
tudes, Say as little as possible 
about such things, but set the 
stage for better ways.

SOMETIMES a child does what 
is wrong knowing it is wrong. 
Then he must be punished go he 
feels that that action is unprofit- 
able. Punishment is good only 
when it serves to teach the child 
a better way, to show him that the 
wrong way does not bring him 
happiness but discomfort. The 
punishment need not be severe, 
but it should be an inconvenience 
sufficiently annoying, discomfort- 
ing, to register itself in the child's 
mind, 

Never put a child where you 
cannot see him. Never shut him 
up in a closet or in a dark place. 
Don’t threaten him with a punish- 
ment you do not intend to inflict 
and never, never frighten him. 
Fear is a force that stunts a 
child’s intelligence and growth, 
and nobody wants to do that. 

Good discipline is training for 
right ways ‘of living. It should 
leave a child in a better state of 
-}mind, in a better attitude than 
before. If it does not do that, 
it is not useful.
